ro defend her, where was a hot Fight 53 Sir John Kemptborn and 
his Diviiion Tacked upon the enemy, who was very eager upon 
the Prince, eith:r to take or burn kei, but the Llew (quadron by 
thistime came {oy abuut her, that the caciny found it too hot 
tor them, though they plyed her (ti]] hard. Atore particulars 
I have not time to wiite, but that very unfortunately that day 
at two of the clock the St George was fo dilab'd too, that Sir 
Fadward Spriacg took Boar to goon buard the Royal Charles, and 
had not :owed ten Boats lengths, but a Bullet cane thruugh 
the St. George and broke kis Buat 3 they made back again as faft 
as rhey could on board, but before they came within throw of 
the Re: pes, the Boat ſunk, and Sir Fdward Spragg was drowned 
buing taken up dead, his head and thoulders above water , 
having taken ſo dead ho!d of the Boat, they could hard!iy dif- 
irgage him from it. Mr. Littleton, Ar. Smith and his Page were 
dr:xwned with him; the St. George's Boat being. next, took up 
his body, and his Lieutenant halt dead 5 for the preſerving of
